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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR MEETING WITH PELOPS 



Reference is made to the attached record of the meeting last winter* Commitments 
are indicated in the ri^t hand column below in relation to our objectives and the 
points which PELOPS ma 7 raise. 



I* Our general objectives with PELOPS persuade 

him to shift the empha$|«of Joint KOBARIMjN to current in- 
telligence activities and secondly to get control of what- 
ever Joint KDBARK-AIN operations there aure in the future* 

We should remind PELOPS that in the interests of AIN's 
position vis-a-vis their rivals in all the countries in 
which they are active Uiat an efficient intelligence service 
is necessary* raiOPS should also be reminded that FT 
operations against Soviet Armenia are the most effective 
way of haz*tlng the Soviets now* Such activities are the 
groundwork for future activities in the event of war* 
Regardless of the proportion of our Joint operations which 
are current intelligence ^ we must get control of Joint 
operations* This objective can be met by establishing 
the following understanding with PELOPS; first, that we 
must be provided with complete operational information j 
secondly, that AIN must submit candidates for key Jobs 
for our apjproval or disapproval on the basis of the prin- 
ciples of clandestine operating and thirdly that we will 
pay the expenses for those parts of Joint operations which 
we consider to be operationally sound* In brief, we must 
make PELOPS luiderstand that regardless of our respect and ' 
admiration for him it Just simply isn't sensi^i* ^cr us to 
"buy the complete package" from him (or frotnC^ 
that matter)* In personnel, finances, and planning we must 
be in on all the details if such operations are to be of 
use to us*

PELOPS all along has been far more interested in this 
type training than in FI training. He is worried lest his 
i Armenian young men be killed as defenseless civilians by the 
' Soviet or Toriclsh armies. If he could get them organized 
\ and trained th^ would have a better chance of survival, 

I PELOPS would like to lead an Armenian Division in the event 
of war and claims (perhaps correctly) that other peoples of 
the Caucasus would defect from the Russians and rally to his 
baumer. 

Our interests: Querilla forces might be useful to us 

if they cam live off the lan d. Early organization of large 
units offers the danger of (1) penetration by the Communists, 
I (2) embarrassement of the United States position with the 
! Syrian or Lebainese, if the existence of PEIDPS forces is 
discovered.

Arms, amnunltion, and military equipnent , PELOPS may 
request reimbursem^t for the money he spent for arms for 
Irain ($2,000,), He may bring up the matter of arms, ammo 
and equlpi^eiit for the 2000 man AIN army he plans to raise. 
Our interest: Althou^ we realize that security in- 

terests prevented sending arms to Iran and althou^ we 
appreciate the difficult struggle AIN has in northem 
Iran particularly, we cannot spend another $2,000, (PELOPS 
should recognize that we have spent over $13,000 for his 
intelligence activities which have up to now been fruitless) 



COUUITMMT: KUBARK would 

make every effort to provide 
AIN with arms and ammo in 
small quantities. If possi- 
ble they were to be shipped 
as follows (AIN PEON): 
Lebanon 110 
Syria 70 

Iran 70 



Although after the PENDANT'S are trained it may be 
necessary to cache a small quantity of arms, ammunition, 
food and so forth. We should not commit ourselves to any- 
thing of this sort however. 
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Evacuation of AIN Personnel * 

PELOPS has frequently requested that we arrange for and COMMITMENT; We have made 
execute the evacuaticm of several hundred prominent AINists. none concerning evacuation*

fs to evacuate the twenty or thirty AINists whose know- 
ledge of our personnel and plans would help the Soviets if 
they overran the area* 



Payment for eaqpenses ineurred by PELOPS for Intelligence 
activities In Syrit^lebanon * 

Since July 52 we iiave been ps^ing PELOPS $1^000* per 
month for his intelligence operations* For several months 
before July PELOPS paid expenses and has not been reimbursed 
for them* 

Our interest is not to pay for these in view of the 
valueless nature of su<di activities idiich have cost us 
$13,000 already*
